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The  1964-65  world  production  of  centrifugal  sugar  is  now  estimated  by  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service  at  70.1  million  short  tons.  This  is  by  far  the 
largest  crop  of  record,  and  exceeds  the  1963-64  production  of  59«4  million 
tons  by  18  percent.  Record  production  reflects  both  increased  acreage  and 
exceptionally  favorable  weather  conditions  in  almost  all  producing  areas. 

Production  of  sugar  from  sugarcane  accounts  for  54  percent  of  the  total  sugar 
production  for  1964-65*  This  compares  with  57*3  percent  in  1963-64  and  59*1 
percent  for  the  1955-59  average.  The  USSR  accounted  for  a  large  portion  of 
the  production  increase  for  sugar  from  sugarbeets. 

The  Free  World  produced  about  46.8  million  tons  of  sugar  during  1964-65,  com- 
pared with  42.7  mill  ion  for  1963-64.  Sino-Soviet  Bloc  production  during 
I96I4.-65  is  estimated  at  23.3  million  tons,  compared  with  16.6  million  the 
previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  Free  World  now  puts  production  at  about 
the  same  level  as  requirements.  There  was  a  deficit  in  production  during 
1963-64  of  about  3  million  tons. 

Most  all  producing  areas  had  increases  in  1964- 65.  Gains  were  particularly 
significant  for  North  America,  Europe,  and  Asia.  African  production,  how- 
ever, showed  little  change  from  the  year  before,  as  typhoons  reduced  the 
Mauritius  crop  thereby  offsetting  gains  made  in  other  countries. 


This  circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of  similar 
title  published  in  the  World  Agricultural  Production  and  Trade  Statistical 
Report  of  June  1965. 
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Production  Notes  on  Selected  Countries 

The  primary  criterion  used  for  selecting  the  countries  shown  is  the  level  of 
product ion0  However,  some  countries  that  do  not  meet  it  are  included  be- 
cause of  a  rapid  increase  in  production  aimed  at  self-sufficiency  or  exporter 
status • 

North  America 

Mexico.  The  1964-65  production  of  sugar  in  Mexico  is  estimated  at  a  new 
record.  Acreage  was  increased  from  820,000  acres  in  1963-64  to  918,000  acres 
in  1964-65.  A  resolution  adopted  by  the  Mexican  Government  in  1964  estab- 
lished an  Intersecretarial  Sugar  Committee.  This  Committee  set  a  ceiling  of 
2,300,000  metric  tons  (2,535*290  short  tons)  for  sugar  production  in  Mexico 
during  the  1965-66  season.  It  has  also  been  announced  that  two  of  the  eight 
mills  planned  to  be  built  will  not  now  be  constructed. 

United  States.  U.S.  sugar  production  in  1964-65,  including  Hawaii,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  totaled  6.5  million  short  tons.  This  is  an 
increase  of  50>0°0  tons  over  1963-64  and  is  the  alltime  record.  Harvested 
acreage  of  sugarbeets  for  this  crop  amounted  to  1,398,400  acres,  compared 
with  1,234,900  the  previous  year.  Mainland  sugarcane  acreage  harvested  for 
the  1964-65  crop  amounted  to  547,600  acres,  compared  to  438,000  the  previous 
year.  Louisiana  sugarcane  was  hit  by  Hurricane  Hilda  in  early  October,  just 
before  the  harvest.  A  small  part  of  the  crop  was  broken  and  twisted,  and 
most  of  the  cane  was  flattened.  While  practically  all  of  the  acreage  was 
harvested,  there  was  a  loss  in  tonnage  and  sucrose  content.  Two  hurricanes 
crossed  Florida,  and  the  wind  damage  from  these  lowered  the  sucrose  content. 
Acreages  for  mainland  sugarcane  were  reduced  by  15  percent  for  1965,  and  by 
11  percent  for  sugarbeets. 

Cuba.  The  1964-65  crop  is  now  estimated  at  6.0  million  tons,  a  big  increase 
from  the  low  1963-64  crop.  A  larger  crop  had  been  expected  this  year,  as 
the  1963-64  crop  was  particularly  small,  having  been  reduced  by  hurricane. 
The  Cuban  Government  has  a  target  of  10  million  metric  tons  by  1970. 

Dominican  Republic.  Production  for  1964-65  shows  little  change  from  the  pre- 
vious season.  Some  increase  had  been  expected,  but  the  disturbances  caused 
some  losses.  These  losses  were  rather  minimal ,  however,  as  most  of  the  har- 
vest had  been  completed  prior  to  the  difficulties. 

El  Salvador.  A  considerable  increase  is  expected  in  sugar  production  for 
1964-65.  Larger  acreage  and  some  upturn  in  sugar  content  are  responsible* 
There  has  been  a  significant  expansion  in  the  country's  sugar  mil  ling  capac- 
ity. A  new  mil  1  (izalco),  with  a  production  capacity  of  500  metric  tons  of 
sugar  per  day,  was  completed  in  January,  and  several  others  have  expanded. 
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South  America 

Argentina.  A  decrease  in  sugar  production  was  recorded  this  year,  as  there 
was  a  substantial  reduction  in  sucrose  content.  Establishment  of  a  sugarbeet 
industry  in  the  Province  of  Entre  Rios  is  once  again  being  considered,  A 
decree  was  recently  issued  creating  the  Entre  Rios  Sugar  Corporation,  to  be 
financed  partly  by  private  and  partly  by  provincial  funds, 

Brazil,  The  196^-65  crop  exceeded  that  of  1963-6^  by  13  percent.  Long-range 
projection  studies  of  sugar  consumption  have  shown  that  Brazil's  needs  for 
sugar  in  1971  &re  expected  to  be  5.3  million  short  tons.  The  production  goal 
for  1971*  when  the  population  is  expected  to  reach  100  million  people,  is  for 
a  production  of  6,6  million  tons.  The  existing  milling  capacity  of  k,l  mil- 
lion tons  will  be  raised  to  5»6  million  by  adding  equipment  and  expanding 
existing  mills.  Additional  processing  will  be  done  by  50  new  mills  to  be  built 
and  installed  in  18  states.  However,  many  of  the  present  sugar  mills  in  the 
northeast,  particularly  in  the  State  of  Pernambuco,  are  in  serious  financial 
difficulties. 

Colombia.  An  increase  in  the  planted  area  and  in  domestic  consumption  and 
financing  are  mainly  responsible  for  a  much  larger  crop  this  year.  Exports 
have  also  been  running  much  higher  the  past  year.  The  government  still  at- 
tempts to  control  refined  sugar  prices,  but  has  no  price  ceiling  on  panela. 

Peru.  Several  factors  are  contributing  to  increased  production  in  Peru. 
These  include  good  weather  conditions,  ample  water  for  irrigation,  and  absence 
of  labor  strikes.  Many  sugar  mills  have  projects  underway  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  production  by  improving  their  cutting,  loading,  and  transportation  systems. 

The  total  area  in  cane  and  the  harvested  cane  area  during  1965  are  expected  to 
remain  at  the  196^  level,  A  recent  Government  Decree,  aimed  at  increasing  the 
output  of  foodstuffs,  may  affect  the  sugar  industry.  Some  of  the  increase  will 
be  accomplished  through  the  mandatory  conversion  of  land  from  commercial  crops 
(mainly  cotton  and  sugarcane)  to  food  crops, 

Venezuela.  The  area  of  cane  harvested  for  the  196^-65  year  increased  by  10. 5 
percent.  Total  sugar  outturn  is  estimated  at  Ik  percent  above  1963-61*-.  A 
continuing  gradual  upward  trend  in  sugar  production  may  be  expected  in  the 
Immediate  years  ahead  sufficient  to  meet  domestic  consumption  requirements  and 
to  provide  nominal  annual  exports.  The  sugar  industry  continues  to  work  on 
(1)  more  effective  mill  capacity,  (2)  higher  extraction  rate  by  modernization, 
(3)  moderate  increases  in  harvested  cane  area  and  improvement  in  yield. 

Western  Europe 

Austria.  Acreage  of  sugarbeets  harvested  during  196^  (l96k-65   crop)  was  U.3 
percent  more  than  the  previous  year.  Due  to  the  large  crops  of  the  last  2 
years,  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  new  base  quota  for  future  sugarbeet 
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plantings.  Austrian  sugar  factories  are  obliged  to  take  over  the  1965  quota 
beets  at  an  established  price. 

Belgium.  The  very  large  196*1-65  sugarbeet  crop  and  an  above -normal  sugar  con- 
tent have  caused  problems.  In  view  of  the  surplus,  70,000  metric  tons  of 
refined  sugar  are  expected  to  be  kept  in  government  storage  until  the  1965-66 
season. 

Denmark.  Sugar  production  for  196^-65  increased  17  percent  over  the  previous 
year.  Beet  acreage  for  export  was  also  increased.  Primary  outlets  for  ex- 
ported sugarbeets  have  been  Finland,  Sweden,  and  West  Germany. 

France.  Production  of  sugar  in  196*4-65  showed  a  sizable  increase.  Domestic 
consumption  is  increasing  slowly.  The  1965  sugarbeet  area  is  some  963,690 
acres,  or  about  7  percent  below  the  196*4-  level.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
has  established  a  plan  for  short-term  and  long-term  objectives  for  sugarbeet 
production.  The  1965-66  French  objective  of  sugar  production  was  set  offi- 
cially on  April  2,  I965,  at  1,570,000  metric  tons. 

West  Germany.  During  196*4-65  a  strong  expansion  in  beet  acreage,  primarily 
in  south  Germany,  and  above -average  yields,  as  well  as  a  high  sugar  content, 
resulted  in  an  alltime  record  sugar  output.  Consumption  increased  only 
slightly;  therefore,  stocks  have  increased  to  a  level  that  is  considered  too 
high.  Due  to  high  fixed  domestic  prices  which  do  not  permit  competitive  ex- 
port prices,  the  industry  approved  a  cut  in  beet  production  in  1965  of  about 
10  percent. 

Italy.  Production  of  sugarbeets  for  196*4-65  decreased  slightly  from  the  pre- 
vious year,  but  increased  sucrose  outturn  resulted  in  sugar  production  being 
higher.  Acreage  planted  for  1965  is  estimated  to  be  up  by  1*4-  percent  over 
196*4-.  Consumption  shows  a  slight  decline  from  the  previous  year,  and  imports 
dropped  off  during  196*4-65.  Italy  is  the  largest  importer  in  the  EEC  and  is 
therefore  very  concerned  about  forthcoming  EEC  sugar  regulations. 

Netherlands .  Exceptional  yields  from  the  196*4-  sugarbeet  crop  will  exceed  the 
internal  consumption  requirements  during  196*4-65.  The  1965  acreage  amounts  to 
about  228,000  acres.  Imports  of  sugar  during  196*4-65  are  expected  to  be  at  a 
minimum  required  to  supply  industries  manufacturing  sugar -containing  products 
for  export  and  to  maintain  a  safe  stocks  position  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

Spain.  •  Production  of  sugar  from  beets  and  cane  during  the  196*4-65  season  in- 
creased by  25  percent  over  the  previous  season.  This  increase  was  due  to  a 
larger  acreage — 22  percent  higher  than  the  1963-6*4-  acreage.  Although  there 
was  a  persistent  drought  in  the  summer  of  196*4-  in  the  Logrono,  Navarra,  and 
Vaseongadas  areas,  early  fall  rains  improved  the  conditions  of  the  crop  in 
drought  areas.  Consumption  is  still  going  up  in  Spain  and  imports  are  at  a 
level  of  about  300,000  tons.  Sugar  imported  by  the  National  Supply  Commis- 
sion has  been  distributed  by  the  Sugar  Syndicate  among  retailers. 
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United  Kingdom.  Sugar  production  from  the  sugarbeet  crop  in  1964-65  was  about 
25  percent  larger  than  the  previous  year.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  esti- 
mates that  there  will  be  443,000  acres  for  harvest  in  1965,  which  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year. 

The  favorable  season  for  the  1964-65  crop,  with  the  increase  in  area  over 
1963-64  resulted  in  an  alltime  record  production.  Total  imports  of  raw  sugar 
in  1964  were  6.5  percent  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Eastern  Europe 

Poland.  The  percentage  of  sugar  from  the  1964  beet  crop  represented  a  signifi- 
cant increase  from  the  previous  2  years.  Sugarbeets  for  this  crop  were  produced 
on  443,600  hectares  (l.l  million  acres).  Processing  of  beets  into  sugar  started 
earlier  last  fall  than  the  year  before.  The  peak  again  occurred  in  November, 
but  the  level  of  refining  in  the  October-December  period  was  more  consistent 
than  during  the  past  3  years.  Sugarbeets  in  1965  got  off  to  a  slow  start  be- 
cause of  the  late  spring. 

Yugoslavia.  The  1964-65  crop  increased  by  5  percent  over  the  1963-64  crop. 
Average  yields  were  15  percent  more  than  the  previous  year,  however,  as  har- 
vested area  dropped  by  9  percent.  Improved  tillage  methods,  favorable  weather 
conditions,  and  use  of  selected  seed  resulted  in  1964  production  of  sugarbeets 
being  at  an  alltime  record  high.  Plans  call  for  substantial  investment  in  the 
sugar  industry  during  the  next  several  years.  The  area  devoted  to  sugarbeets 
in  1965*  however,  is  expected  to  drop  by  4  percent. 

USSR.  An  increase  in  sugarbeet  area,  plus  favorable  growing  conditions,  pro- 
duced a  record  harvest  of  80.3  million  metric  tons  in  1964.  Area  was  about  10 
percent  larger  than  the  previous  season,  and  a  higher  yield  was -recorded  only 
in  1958»  Tbe  sugarbeet  processing  season,  which  was  in  full  swing  by  the  first 
of  September,  lasted  well  into  March  for  a  record  length  of  about  200  days. 
Most  of  these  plants  are  in  the  Ukraine,  Central  Chernozem  Region,  and  North 
Caucasus.  Following  the  completion  of  12  plants  in  1965*  the  total  processing 
capacity  is  to  be  560,000  tons  of  beets  per  day.  For  the  1965-66  crop  acre- 
age is  expected  to  be  down  about  5  percent. 

Africa 

Southern  Rhodesia.  Production  in  1964-65  increased  23  percent  over  1963-64,  as 
acreage  increased  by  20  percent.  Forecasts  for  production  indicate  an  increase 
of  at  least  100,000  tons  each  year,  up  to  1968.  During  1964,  100,000  tons  were 
exported,  mainly  to  United  Kingdom,  Canada,  and  Zambia-Malawi.  Southern 
Rhodesia  is  looking  for  markets  other  than  the  Commonwealth.  Its  Commonwealth 
quota  itf  125,000  long  tons  for  I965. 
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Republic  of  South  Africa.  Production  increased  10  percent  in  1964- 65.  Due  to 
the  severe  drought  that  prevailed  during  the  first  half  of  1965,  a  decrease  in 
production  is  expected  for  1965-66.  At  the  present  time,  no  fixed  estimate  is 
available  for  the  coming  year  but  indications  are  for  a  crop  of  less  than  1 
million  tons. 

Asia 

India.  Production  for  1964-65  is  estimated  at  500,000  tons  over  the  final  fig- 
ure for  1963-64.  This  increase  was  due  to  higher  production  of  sugarcane, 
fiscal  concessions  by  the  government  on  increased  production  by  sugar  mills, 
increased  crushing  capacity  of  sugar  mills,  and  longer  duration  of  the  crushing 
season.  The  government  has  raised  the  basic  minimum  price  of  sugarcane  to 
growers  by  8  percent,  to  induce  production  of  white  sugar,  as  against  Khandsari 
and  Gur  (native  types  of  sugar).  Government  control  on  distribution  and  prices 
of  factory  sugar  has  been  maintained,  as  have  restrictions  on  its  interstate 
movement  of  factory  sugar.  As  a  result  of  increased  production  and  controls, 
the  sugar  supply  has  improved  in  recent  months. 

Indonesia.  Production  is  down  slightly  in  1964-65  from  preceding  years,  but 
the  government  has  set  a  target  of  over  800,000  short  tons  for  1965-66.  Since 
all  foreign  capital  has  been  taken  over,  it  will  be  hard  for  Indonesia  to  ob- 
tain capital  to  reorganize  the  sugar  industry.  Nevertheless,  three  Japanese 
firms  have  surveyed  the  sugar  industry  in  Java  with  the  plan  to  rehabilitate 
old  sugar  mills  at  the  cost  of  U.S.  $5  million  per  mill,  payment  to  be  made  in 
sugar.  Negotiations  are  underway  with  West  Germany,  Japan,  and  Italy  for 
sugarcane  cars  and  locomotives  for  hauling  cane.  Exports  in  1964  were  about 
130,000  tons.  United  Kingdom,  South  Africa,  France,  Iran,  and  Ceylon  were  the 
major  importers. 

Japan.  Production  increased  18  percent  in  196*1-65,  due  to  higher  yields  and  a- 
6-percent  area  increase.  Forecast  is  for  greater  production  and  acreage  dur- 
ing 1965*  Recently  a  proposal  was  made  to  the  Diet  to  authorize  a  sugar  cor- 
poration to  stabilize  sugar  prices.  This  program  would  undertake  responsi- 
bility of  protecting  Japanese  sugar  growers,  as  well  as  the  Ryukyuan  sugar 
industry.  Under  the  law,  the  government  is  required  to  support  the  sugar -pro- 
ducing industry  in  Okinawa,  as  Japan  imports  all  Ryukyuan  production  which  is 
surplus  to  domestic  requirements*  Ryukyuan  sugar  production  increased  100  per- 
cent in  1964-65  and  is  listed  separately  in  the  production  table,  beginning 
with  this  issue. 

Japan  imported  close  to  1.8  million  tons  of  sugar  in  1964,  mainly  from  Cuba, 
Southern  Rhodesia,  South  Africa,  the  Republic  of  China  (Taiwan),  and  Australia. 

Philippines.  Sugar  production  increased  slightly  in  1964-65  to  an  alltime  high, 
Production  was  estimated  much  higher,  but  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
and  labor  disputes,  the  forecast  was  not  reached.  This  year  (1964-65)  the 
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Philippines  will  have  a  surplus  of  500*000  tons  to  dispose  of  on  the  world  mar- 
kets, at  prices  lower  than  the  amount  received  for  United  States  quota  sugar. 

Important  to  industry  is  the  creation  of  The  Philippine  Sugar  Development  Com- 
mittee, to  develop  new  agricultural  enterprises  that  can  be  integrated  with 
sugar  farming.  Analyses  of  farm  management,  milling  practices,  and  diversifi- 
cation in  the  sugar  industry  are  being  studied. 

Turkey.  Production  increased  50  percent  over  the  previous  year,  making  it  an 
alltime  high  and  100  percent  over  the  1955-59  average.  The  increased  sugarbeet 
acreage  planted  in  1964  stemmed  largely  from  favorable  world  prices  during  the 
previous  year.  Approximately  the  same  area  will  be  planted  during  1965.  Plans 
are  to  modernize  and  expand  some  of  the  sugar  plants. 

In  calendar  1964,  150,000  tons  were  exported  to  the  following  major  countries: 
Iran,  France,  Israel,  Switzerland,  and  United  Kingdom.  Turkey  has  a  U.S.  quota 
of  1,357  short  tons  for  1965  and  an  estimated  export  potential  of  240,000  tons 
during  the  crop  year  1964-65. 

Oceania 

Australia.  Production  increased  by  250,000  tons  in  1964-65,  despite  unfavor- 
able weather  conditions  and  below-normal  sugar  content.  Expansion  plans  have 
been  put  into  effect,  resulting  in  1,225  new  sugarcane  farms.  Acreage  for  new 
sugarcane  production  totals  154,295  acres.  Due  to  the  labor  shortage  at  har- 
vesting time,  farmers  are  increasing  the  use  of  mechanical  cutters.  About  700 
mechanical  cutters  are  now  available  in  the  Queensland  area. 

Queensland  conversion  to  bulk  handling  has  been  completed  and  all  sugar  is  dis- 
patched from  the  mills  in  bulk  form.  With  the  planned  increased  sugar  pro- 
duction in  1965,  construction  is  now  in  progress  for  four  new  storage  sheds, 
bringing  the  total  storage  capacity  at  the  Queensland  ports  to  1,285,000  long 
tons. 

Exports  during  1964  were  over  1.3  million  short  tons,  with  the  major  importing 
countries,  United  Kingdom,  Japan,  United  States,  and  Canada,  taking  over  80 
percent  of  the  total.
